The Windsor 
and Luray were typical sea side, hotels 
and their total destruction was early 
evident. The frightened guests rush- 
ed to the streets and beach. A high 
wind was blowing and the flames and 
sparks were blown -wildly against ad- 
joining hotels and the- beach, front re- 
sorts and fear 
prevailed that the 


whole lino of buildings along the 
beach would fall prey to the fire. The 
fire spread rapidly along Kentucky 
avenue and soon the 
Berkeley and 


Stafford hotels were in flames. At 
11:30 o'clock, hotels along Kentucky 
avenue as far as Pacific avenue have 
been vacated by frightened guests. 
At 1:40 it was reported that the 
Academy of Music was on firo. 


Whole Beach FronJ Gone. 


Atlantic City, April S.-—The 


ront, ..from. Illinois "eveaue 


New York avenue has met destruction 
and ' wild, uncontrollable - flames are 
spreading constantly driving back the 
firemen at every point The fire forms 
a wonderful spectacle for .thousands on 
the beach, A large amount of hose 
was caaght by the flames and burned 
and tJie fire department is now dis- 
tressed for want of It. Bviry moment 
the fire takes on a worse aspect. At 
12:30. the loss was estimated at ?2,- 
500.000 and a strong gate was Wowing 
up the coast. The fire still spreading 
and about three blocks of »ror«*rty has 
been consumed. The guests in the 
hotels in tbe vicinity of tbe three 
blocks became panic-stricken, and 
gathering up their valuables, thou- 
sands rushed to toe beach to watcn 
the spectacle. When. It bacarne ap- 
parent that tbe Ere wasliecomins un- 
controllable many persons took trains 
for out of town. The greatest excite- 
ment prevailed among the natives and 
property holders. The property in 
the fire district consists of hotels and 
stores. No cottages are in that im- 
mediate vicinity. Young's pier has 
been partially destroyed. 


Situation Grows More Desperate. 
Atlantic City. April 3.—The fire has 


spread to both, sides of New York ave- 
nue, and the situation grows more des- 
perate every instant, Fire engines 
from! Philadelphia are beginning to ar- 
rive, and will kelp fight the fierce 
flames. 


Feared Lives Have Been Lost. 


Philadelphia, April 3.—Three fire en- 


gines from this city and two

Camden, N. J., left for Atlantic City 
on a special train that was given right 
of way at 1 p. a. A telephone mes- 
sage said that up to that hour, the fol- 
lowing hotels had been destroyed, in 
addition to the academy of music-sad 
Young's pier: Luray, Carleton, Wind- 
sor, Stickney, Bryn Mawr, Stratford 
and Berkeley. , It is stated that a num- 
ber of people were imprisoned by 
flames at. the ead o? Young's pier, but 
whether they escaped in boats or not 
is not known up to this moment.

ered with it as trimming that the bat 
Itself ia scarcely visible. 


T.he newest fancy wrought of chif- 


fon, though, to be sure, it was used to 
some extent for the same purpose last 
year, is found in .the multitude of boas 
of every kind under the sun. Some of 
these are not only beautiful from the 
material used, but from the poetic fan- 
cy interwoven among the delicate 
meshes. 
ChiEfon boas are made to 


more different forms thiin It would 
profit me to try to tell abottt, but a 
few of the most salient features of 
some of them can be given, and tlie 
clever lady who has learned the use of 
her ten taper fingers can, -with a far 
less cost than if she bought it ready 
made, have a boa to suit herself.

Another boa is set with tiny bunches 


of violets and has a larger bouquet of 
those lovely-flowers at the throat with 
the natural foliage. This boa is made 
of cream white chiffon, and tbe part 
which goes around the neck is plait- 
ed in rose folds and is six inches wide, | 
doubled. It takes four yards, doubled, 
of the chiffon to go around the neck 
when it is plaited. The ends are haif 
a yard -wide and have a narrow ruch- 
liig of tiic- i-uitrrjn all around and set 
crisscross for a distance of t«n inches 
about six inches from the bottom. A 
bou such as this costs all the way 
from $ij to $10, according to wbere it 
is bout'tit. To make it requires six and 
a half yards of chiffon at, suy, 50 cents 
u yard. The violets may cost 50 cents 
more. Tlie work is not so much, as it 
is "pretty work,'" and therefore women 
do not mind it. It is easy to make one 
in a day, and the satisfaction is two- 
fold.

According to him, the 
water supply of soiue cities and towns- 
has been polluted by them, and the wa- 
ter supply of oi.liet-9 iB«y be polluted .r 
steps are not taken to prevent it. 


Sponges of this kind nre found oniy 


in fresh water and are known as "cor- 
nncuspoujjke." 
A close esa ml nation 


shows that each of the various parts 
of such a sponge is composed of three ' 
layers. Kim, there is a flattened layer j 
of epithelial cells, which covers the 
outer surface: next, there Is n digestive j 
layer of cells, each of whieii is sur- j 
rounded by a collar, from which pro- 
jects a little thong or whip. and. linnily. 
bulween these two there is a tuird lay 
cr, containing the reproductive cells as 
well as the spicales and fibers which 
f ortii the skeleton. 


In some sponges the splcules aro com- 


j?osed of siiica and in others of calcium 
carbonate. 


After som» time sponges of this type 


decay, and if the water inhabited by 
them is used for drinking purposes the 
pollution caused by them is likely, ac- 
cording to the French scientist, 10 
prove injurious to the public hoaltl 
and therefore he recommends that the 
water be cleared of such sponges wher- 
ever it is possible to do so.
